A Terrible Mine DLsaster Near

The ill fitted miners were residents of Sha- 
mokin and Springfield, a sinall village 
adjoining the borough. 


The burning oil set fire to the roof of the 
mine, «nd the eil'orts of the miners to ex- 
tinguish the flames were unavailing owing 
to the inadequete supply of water. 
An 
airway shaft connects the No. 10 vein with 
the red ash vein, which is situated di- 
rectly over the former one. 


Hurriedly noUfyiug the miners on this 
lift the engineer was signaled and the 
flight to the .surface commenced. Once out 
some of the men thought of the air pas- 
sage leading to the red ash vein, and knew 
that were the occupants not notiöed some 
would surely die. A gallant band of res 
oners was lowered, and when the cage 
stopped at the red ash vein, 500 feet from 
the surface, tlïe rtieu fouud the tunnel 
filled with smoke which had come up from 
the lower level. A couple of rescuers 
Jumped off the cage and tried to walk 
through the «moke, which grew densBr 
every minute, A few dead mules were 
BtumbU'd over, and the men reluctantly 
retreated and returned to the surface, 
aware that if anyone was in the tunnel he 
could not escape, as there were no exits at 
this particular side of the lift. 


The cage was again lowered and a force 
of men stiu'Led in to explore the tuunel. It 
was risky work, as a sulphur explosion 
Wiis innnineut. 
Witli cheery' words to 
«ach other they pressed forwaxtl and finally 
reached t\yo corpses ^vrapped 
in each 
other^fi arms. They were the bodies of the 
Breunan brothers. 
One dozen yards fur- 
ther on lay John Ryan, 
lié was dead. 
Three feet away were the remains of 
Shupis and Ginter. The grewsome search 
continued until every part of the vein had 
been explored, ten dead men being the to- 
t«i find. The mine is still on ilre. 


lyuyPATION 
OF A MINE. 


Three I^iveti I^ost at the I^aurel Hill Col- 
lieri' at Ilazleton. 


H A Z L E T O N , Pa., April 4.-—Another mine 
horror occurreil yesterday just on the out- 
side of this city. The mine is known at 
Laurel Hill, and is operated by Pai-dee 
Brothers. The nature of the accident was 
almost a repetition of the Jeanesvi He dis- 
aster of two years ago, when eighteen men 
were drow ned. 


The accident 
was caused by David 
Williams firing a blast in No. 10. Immed- 
iately after the blast went off a terrible 
roar was heard and an immense body of 
water rushed down No. 19 breast, filling it 
to the roof. Williams was caught in the 
flooil and undoubtedly perished. 


The rush of water into the gang changed 
the current of air, and like a telegraphic 
signal warned all of their danger. Among 
the first to realize its import was William 
Dolan. Regardless of his own danger he 
at once undertook, to warn the men at 
work at the various chambers above the 
gangway. His heroism undoubtedly saved 
the lives of ten men who are now at their 
homes suilering from bruises sustained in 
their battle with the flood. 


It has been definitely ascertained that 
thr«e men are in the mine. 
They are 
Thomas Hudson, W, L, Trembath and 
Richard Williams. 
The latter is dead be- 
yond a doubt. 
There is a faint possibility 
that the other two may be rescued alive. 


H A Z L E T O N , Pa., April 5.—Nothing ha« 
been developed at the I^iurel Hill mine 
that would indicate a speedy recovery of 
the entombed men. 
Yestei^ay the men 
came unexpectedly upon a mule, almost 
entirely covered with muck and slush. 
To 
the Kurprise of the workmen it was still 
alive. It is now eaid that Williams, Trem- 
bath and Hudson are not the only men 
entombed. Two Hungarian laborers are 
also missing. They have not been seen 
since the accident occurred.

ments; preventing the prosecution of ac- 
tions which are barred by the statute of 
limitations in other states or countries; 
providing that neither of the parties to a 
secret marriage shall receive any interest 
in the estate of the other in case of death 
other than that devised by will. 
Mr. 
Grouse's telenhone bill fixing the maxi- 
mum charge per month for telepliones at 
$7 was defeated. In the hoi'^e bills were 
reported favorably: To prohibit the use of 
bogus colle'^e degrees; providing for the 
appointment of meat inspectors; making 
the milk inspection act applicable to the 
whole state; giving to the counties all of 
the liquor license moneys collected there- 
in.

piece (Kilohanrt) being stained or painted 
with 
vegetable dyes and often richly 
adorned with stamped patterns of 
the 
same. 


sheet when prepared of a size to suit the 
special purpose was beaten with a square 
club called lekuku 
(ee-a-koo-koo) made 
of hard kaurvili wood (Fig. !)• 
Two 
or three sides of this club were 
carved 
with incised parallel lines more 
or less 
crowded, while one face would be carved 
in some suitable pattern. 
By continued 
beating 
and 
careful 
manipulation 
many kinds and qualities of tapa were 
made, some so fine as to resemble muslin 
and lace, and other kinds left very thick 
and tough like leather. 
It was often 
bleached white or stamed with vegetable 
and mineral dves. 
One of the'most ad- 
vanced arts in the islands 
consisted iu 
printing with bamboo stamps (see Fig. 
2.), a great variety of patterns and col- 
ors upon the tapas. 
IL was sometimes 
glazed with a kind of gum or resin, and 
some varieties were specially 
prepared 
for medicinal use, pieces 
of 
it bein^ 
worn as plasters. 


The wooden anvil (see Fig. 3) was ia 
form something like a shallow trough 
with a 'flat, slightly 
curved 
bottom, 
which, when in use, would 
be placed 
bottom upward. 
This hollow anvil was 
made of sonorous wood, and it 
is said 
that in early days 
the 
music of 
tapa 
beating could be heard in every valley 
and that the women living on opposite 
sides of the valley could talk with one 
another by means of a system of tele- 
graphic beats 
upon 
these 
soundingf 
wooden anvils. 


In the Kamehameha Museum there ia 
a splendid illustrative series of tapas,^the 
property of 
the 
royal 
hne 
of kings, 
which for variety and beauty 
have no 
match in the world. 


The figure engraved in the tapa beat« 
ing club is reproduced in the 
finished 
tapa, and can be seen by holding up any 
tapa to the light. 
These patterns all had 
distinctive forms, 
and 
the island 
or 
source of any piece of tapa cpuld be 
known by the pattern it exhibited. 


Figure 3 shows the making of tapa, 
or bark cloth, the grass hut, the long 
wooden anvil, the tapa and the club. 
The natives in the picture, however, are 
dressed in modern costumes, which were 
not in fashion in the days when tapa was 
used for clothin;*. 


Tapa making, it eeems to me, is an art 
which should be revived in these islands, 
for the reason that when skillfully made 
it is a beautiful material and capable of 
much artistic treatment, and would com- 
mend itself ior many uses, ornamental

CAN YOU nOlT^ A HAM? 


Boiling a bam is not Ibc simple tbiQa: 
it 
seems. 
It should 
be scraped aad 
washed carefully and left in water over- 
night. 
la the morning when the water 
—euou^b to cover the bam—is nearly 
boiling, lay the bam in and keep th« 
water in a simmer. 
Wiiea it has boiled 
about on bour throw in two carrots, four 
onioTis, two beads of celery, a sprig of 
parsley, two or three blades of mace and 
tour cloves. 
If the bam is very salt, 
it 
is well to change the water before put- 
ting in the seasoning, but if you do, be 
sure to change to boiling water. 
To 
obtain 
tenderness aud mellowness tho 
bam must not be allowed to boil hard, 
only simmer. 
When the liam is done, 
set it oil iu its own water ai^d lot it cool 
in it; by this means it will retain its 
moiiture. 
When cool take it out, skin 
it and dredac bread crumbs aud pepper 
over it aud set it in the oven until it 
browas.-"New York World.

TO CLEAN DUESSK3. 


Get'five cents' worth of soapbark from 
tbe druggist (about a teacupful). 
For 
one dress take half of it and steep in 
about one quart of boiling water for 
about half au hour or more, then strain 
througa a cloth. 


For a fiilk dress, while the liquid U 
warm, take a piece of white tiannel and 
dip into it at intervals, and rub the silk, 
or satin, witb It till it seems cleansed. 
When done, pull the material straight, 
and bang it to dry. 
Do not iron either 
the silk or satin. 
If th3 dresa is very 
much soiled, use cleaa liquor to rinse it; 
but do not use clear water ior silk, or ic 
will not stiffen up well. 


For a woolen dress dip tbe part to oe 
cleansed, or the whole of it, if 
needed, 
into the liquor. 
This can be rinsed in 
the same after washing, or in clean svarm 
water. 
If very dirty put the dress to 
soak in a tub in the liquor with more 
water added before cleaning or washing. 
The woolen goods should be pressed uutii 
it is quite dry. 


Water in which potatoes have been 
boiled 
will 
cleanse 
delicate colored 
woolen or worsted goods. 
The dress 
should be wet all over. 
Use no soap. 
Rinse in clear warm water. 
Press while 
still damp. 
This will not injure tbn 
most delicate colors.—Boston Cultivator.

SOME RECrPES FOR 
SOUPS. 


Salsify Soup—Scrape two dozen salsify 
or oyster-plant roots, cut into slices, puc 
in a saucepan, and cover with 
boilinq 
water- 
Lst boil until tender. 
Add 
three pints of new milk, six whole all- 
spice, six pepper-corns and a 
blade of 
mace. 
Rub two ounces of butter and 
two tablespoons of 
flour 
together, and 
stir into the boiling soup. 
Season with 
salt aud a dash of cayenne, and serve. 


Celery Soup—Take four roots of cel- 
ery; wash and cut in small pieces. Cover 
it with water, add a teaspoouful of salt, 
aud boil half an hour; then pos5 through 
a colander. 
Put two quirts of milk on 
to boil; add the water m which the cel- 
ery was boiled, with a slice of oniou and 
two or three chopped stalks of 
celery. 
Rub a tablespoonful each of butter and 
flour together, and stir in 
the boiling 
soup. 
Season with salt aud pepper aud 
serve immediately. 


Halibut 
Soup—Pat two pounds of 
fresh halibut in a soup-kettle, 
with a 
bunch of parsley and one sliced 
onion. 
Cover with boiling water, and let simmer 
for twenty minutes. 
Take the fish up, 
pick it free of bone and skin, ana mash 
the flesh iine. 
Put three pints of milk 
on to boil; rub an ounce of butter and 
two ounces of flour together, add to the 
boiling railk, ^tir until thick, put in tho 
fish with salt and pepper, let come tu a 
boil, and serve. 
Any fresh fish may be 
used instead of halibut. 


• Bisque of Lobster—Prepare, boil and 
open two hen lobsters; cut the meat into 
small pieces. 
Break theghells aud small 
claws; put in a saucepan witb a quart of 
boiling water. 
Pound 
and 
mix 
the 
spawn, the fat, pitrt of 
tho coral, two 
ounces of the lobster meat, an 
ounce of 
butter, and two of floui* until reduced to 
a pulp. 
Strain the liquor from 
the 
Baucepan over the pulp, gradually 
mix- 
ing it; 
season 
with 
a Jittle salt and 
cayenne, add the remainder of the meat, 
and the coral rubbed flne, and serve im- 
mediately. 


Potato Soup—Take half a dozen me- 
dium-sized potatoes, pare, and put on to 
boil in a quart of cold water. 
When 
half done, drain, and cover with a pint 
of fresh boiling water. 
Add a sprig of 
parsley, a fitulk of 
celery, 
a 
slice of 
onioui and let boil until the potatoes are 
done. 
Put three pints of new milk on 
to boil. 
Press the potatoes through a 
sieve. 
Rub tablespoonful each of flour 
and butter together, and stir 
into the 
boiling milk. 
Pour over tho potatoes, 
stir until smooth, season 
with salt and 
pepper, and Eerve 
immediately.—Har- 
pwr 8 Bazar.

Tho Utilization of Nlai?ara. 


It is quite likel}»" that the first large 
contract the company will take for the 
delivery of power at a distance from its 
central station will be to light the city 
of Buffalo. This will require 3000 horse 
power. 
The present value of a horso 
power generated from steam in Buffalo 
is$35 per annum. 
Tho company is now 
willing to contract to 
furnish on its 
grounds at Niagara Falls horse power 
per annum of tweuty-four-hour days at 
these rates: 
For 5000 horse power, $10 
per horse power; for 4500, $10.50; foi 
4000, $11; and so on down to SOO horse 
power, for which there will be charged 
$21 per horse power per annum. 
If 
there be not a very great loss of power 
in the transmission to Buffalo, it seems 
very likely that the company will have 
no difficulty in underbidding any con- 
cern now using steam as the 
motive 
power for the electric lights, as the loss 
by transmission is considerably less than 
twenty per cent. 
About the use of 
water power of the great falls in Buffalo 
within a year or so there can be no 
doubt. 
When it shall be brought to 
New York is another matter, but about 
that there arc not so many elements ol 
improbability as to excito men to scoff, 
for power has already been transmitted 
electrically a great distance, and that 
too with reasonable economy. 
At the 
recently held electrical exposition 
at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, power to operate 
some of the machinery was transmitted 
by eiectrieity 
from 
Lauffen-on-the- 
Neckar, a distance of 108 miles. 
At 
Lauiien there was a waterfall from which 
a turbine was opened, and a dynamo on 
the shaft of the turbine generated tho 
current which was transmitted to Frank- 
fort over a wire one-sixth of an inch in 
diameter. 
It was found here that the 
loss in transmission was only twenty-fivo 
per cent. 
Therefore it is likely that the 
power can bo transmitted four times the 
distance without a loss so great as to 
make the scheme impracticable. 
When 
it does reach the great city, and by the 
water which leaves its natural channel 
for a brief space in tho Niagara Kiver, 
our streets lighted, our factories run,the 
machine of the seamstress kept in motion, 
and the very drill the dentist uses to 
bore our teeth impelled by it, then we 
shall more than ever feel that around the 
earth has been placed a girdle, a living 
belt that throbs and pulsates at the 
bidding of science, an encircling band 
ricii in the potentialities of mighty but 
well 
regulated 
movement,—Ilarpej*^

SEVERE ARCTIC WEATHER. 


X.IFE IN THE T A n NOKTH IN THE 
DEPTH OF WINTER. 


TrarpUnff With the Thermometer at 
Seventy-one UeR-rees Below Zero 
—Curiosities ol tho Cold. 


It was in the Arctic regions, not far 
from Burk's Great Fish River, 
when 
conducting a homeward sledge journey 
to Hudson's Bay, in the depth ot an 
Arctic winter, that an intense cold set in 
just before Christmas, tho thermometer 
sinking down to sixty-tivo and sixty- 
eight degrees below zero, and never get- 
ting above sixty below, writes Frederick 
Schwatka in tho New York Sun, 
Wo 
were having a very hard time with our 
sledging along the river, our camps at 
night almost in sight of those wo had 
left iu tho morning, so close were they 
together and so slowly did we labor 
along. 
Reindeer on which wo were re- 
lying for our daily supply of food were 
not found near the river, but some being 
seen some ten or fifteen miles back from 
it, I determined to leave tho river and 
strike straicrht across the country for 
Hudson's Bay. 


We had been gone only three or four 
days, as we ascended the higher levels 
tho thermometer commenced lowering, 
and on the 3d of January reached seventy- 
one degrees below zero, the coldest we 
experienced in our sledge journey ot 
nearly a year in length, and the coldest, 
I believe, ever encountered by white 
men traveling out of doors; for that day 
we moved our camp fully twelve miles, 
Tho day was not at all unpleasant either, 
I must say, until along toward night, 
when a slight breeze sprang up. 
It was 
the merest kind of a zephyr, and would 
hardly have stirred the leaves on a tree 
at home, but, slight as it was, it cut to 
the bone every part of the body ex- 
posed to it. 
This, fortunately, was only 
the face from the eye-brows to the chin. 
We turned our backs to it as much as 
possible, and especially after wo had 
reached camp and were at work making 
our snow houses and digging through 
the thick ice for water. 


After all, it is not so much the intensity 
of the cold as expressed in degrees on 
the thermometer that determines the un- 
pleasantness of an Arctic winter as is the 
force and direction of wind, for I have 
found it far pleasanter with the thermo- 
meter at even seventy degreee blow zero, 
with little or no wmd blowing, than to 
face a rather stiff breeze when tho little 
indicator showed even 
fifty 
degrees 
warmer temperature. Even a white man 
acclimated to Arctic weather aud facing 
a strong wind at twenty or thirty degrees 
below zero, is almost sure to freeze the 
nose and cheeks, and the thermometer 
does not have to go many degrees lower 
to induce the Eskimos themselves to keep 
within their snug snow houses under the 
game circumstances unless'absolute need 
of food forces them outside. 
It is one 
of the consoling things about Arctic 
weather that the intensely low temper- 
atures aio almost always accompanied by 
calms, or if there is a breeze it .is a very 
light one. 


With the exception of a very few quiet 
days during the warmest summer weather 
of the polar summer these clear, quiet, 
cold oues of the Arctic winter are about 
the only times when the wind is not 
blowing with great vigor from some 
point of the compass. 
Of course there 
were a few exceptions to this general 
rule of quiet weather with extreme cold, 
and when they bad to bo endured they 
were simply terrible. Early one morning 
the thermometer showed u3 it was sixty- 
eight below zero, but as it was calm 
we paid no attention to it but harnessed 
our dogs and loaded our sledges for the 
d a y ' s journej, which was to be an ex- 
ceedingly short one to a place where the 
Eskimos thought they could get food for 
ourselves and dogs. 
We were just ready 
for the start when a sharp wind sprang 
up, and it felt liko a score of razors cut- 
ting tho face. 
Had tho wind arisen a 
little sooner we would not have thought 
of starting, but as we were all ready and 
the distance short wo concluded to go 
ahead rather than unload and go back 
into the old camp. 
We'kept the dogs 
a£ a good round trot and ran alongside 
of the sledges tho whole distance; and 
when we reached tho snowhouse of some 
Itimrepetro Eskimo it was as welcomo a 
refuge as if it had been a iirst-class 
hotel, 


AVhen we reached the end of our jour- 
ney I again looked at tho thermometer 
and found that it indicated fifty-live de- 
grees below zero—that is, it had grown 
thirteen degrees warmer during the time 
wo were out, although it seemed to us it 
must be at least thirty degrees colder, I 
told the Eskimos who had been with us 
that it was much colder, as shown by the 
instrument, before we started than at 
was when tho wind was at its highest, 
but from their incredulous glances at 
each other they wondered how we could 
be duped by such ideas directly against 
our common sense and personal 
ob- 
servation. They might believe our state- 
ments that the world was round and 
turned 
every day, without the 
polar 
boars sliding off the slippery icebergs 
when it was upside down, simply because 
tho white man had told them so, but 
nothing would persuade them that when 
they felt perfectly comfortable and warm 
bading tho sledge it was colder than 
when their arms and legs wero frozen 
and their noses '*nippea" by tho frost. 
I tried to explain to them tho effect of 
tho wind, but they said they had known 
tho wind to blow them off their feet in 
summer and not freeze them a particle. 
Thej said that they knuw it seemed 


colder when the wind blew, but that wai 
because it actually was colder, and hero 
they stood firm in the belief that we were 
wrong. 


When the thermometer was seventy- 
ono degrees below, the cloudless sky iu 
tho vicinity of the sun hanging low in- 
the southern horizon assumea a dull 
leaden hue, tinged with a brownish red,, 
looking something like the skies of cheap- 
chromo lithographs. 
At night the stars 
glitter like diamonds, and fairly seem on 
fire wth their unusual brilliancy. Should 
you pour water on tho surface of the ice- 
it greets you with an astonishing crack» 
ling noise, and the ice that was so cleai 
you felt timid about putting your foot on» 
it turns instantly as white as marble. 


Sometimes when breathing this ex- 
tremely cold air my tongne would feel as 
if it were freezing in my tiiouth, but I 
could readily cure this by breathing 
through my nose for a few minutes,. 
You will ask, *'Why not breathe through 
the nostrils all the time?" as you have so- 
often hcanl advocated. 
The air, how- 
ever, is so bitter cold that it becomes 
absolutely necessary to breathe through 
the mouth. Also tho nose is more likely 
to freeze when breathmg through it. 
These freezings of tho nose and cheeks 
are very common in very low tempera- 
tures, especially when the wind blows. 
The Eskimo cure these frost bites by 
simply taking the warm hand from the 
reindeer mitten and rubbing the affected 
spot. 
They know nothing of rubbing 
frost bites with snow, and that article 
could not be used in an Arctic tempera- 
ture, where the snow, if it is loose, is 
like sand, or, if in mass, like granite- 
rock. Another thing the Eskimo always 
used was snow to quench the thirst,, 
which most Arctic writers have con- 
demned as hurtfuL My Eskimos used it 
at all 
temperatures, and I have nn-ver 
ftcen any bad results from its use.

They Are Not Currants. 


A great many people suppose that the 
imported article called currants used in 
fruit cakes, mince pies, plum puddings, 
buns, and the like, are a fruit resembling 
our own red 
or 
black 
currants 
when 
dried. 
In 
reality these 
dried fruits 
which we call currants arc raisins, being 
only a dried grape, although of .an ex- 
ceedinsïly small variety, each grape no 
bigger 
than 
a common 
pra and each 
biTnch but 
two 
or three inches long. 
These little grape 
bunches are pickcQ 
and dried in the sun, and arc so full oi 
sugary matter that they become crystal- 
lized into such a compact form that it 
requires cDnsiderable strength to open 
the mass and prepare the fruit for pack- 
ing, they being then a second time com- 
pressed, this time by means of treading 
with the feet, which process perhaps ac- 
counts for a great deal of the dirt and 
<rravel usually to be found packed with 


them. 
These 
little grapes 
grow 
all 
through the islands of tho Grecian Arch- 
ipelago, and being 
exported originally 
from^Corinth, they were called at ixrst 
Corinths, 
which 
word was gradually 
corrupted into currants.- Detroit Tret j

In combined utility and attractiveness 
the transportation building will hardly 
be surpassed by any other on the World's 
Fair Grounds, It is convenient of access 
for visitors, no matter by what 
route 
f they may enter the grounds- 
On 
the 
apex of the building is a cupola reaching 
a height of 1(55 feet. 
Eight 
elevators 
will carry paswsngers from the center of 
\ the main floor to the balconies surround- 
ing the cupola at heights of 115 and 128 
feet. 
It is planned to carry a sidewalk 
around the entire terraced roof, connect- 
ing with the upper bridge by means of a 
lialustrade.

The main building is 9G0 feet long by 
256 feet deep, with an

These are only a few ot the barbarous 
and semi-barbarous methods of transpor- 
tation that will be shown as a foil to the 
great modern exhibit. So complete will 
be the display of modern transportation 
methods that oven the vast building an'J 
annex will not contain it all. 
The great 
central court, near the main entrance to 
the grounds, will contain an outdoor 
transportation 
exhibit. 
Experimental 
launches on the lagoons will also be a 
portion of this exhibit. 
A portion of 
the Krupp gun works exhibit, which 
has a special building on the lake shore, 
will be under the control of the trans- 
portation department, and also the fol- 
lowing special 
exhibits: 
White 
Star 
Steamship Company, which has a special 
building 
north 
of 
the 
horticultural 
building; the Intramural elevated rail- 
way and the Barry sliding railway. 
The 
signaling system, which all the railways 
entering the grounds will use, is also en- 
tered as an exhibit. 


Entering the transportation building 
proper by the great golden archway tho 
visitor will see a succession of

vistas and the general plan of the ex- 
hibit will soon be realized. 
The annex 
opens into the main building in such a 
way that long aisles or avenues are 
formed. 
As most of the foreign ex- 
hibitors insisted on keeping their ex 
hibits together, the American section ie 
scattered over the centre building, with 
an overflow out of doors. 
There is har- 
mony ic the general detail?, and the ex- 
hibits will be so arranged that in many 
instances a direct comparison can bo 
made between American and European 
methods. 


Directly to the 
right 
of the main 
entrance comes the British section* This 
extends through tho main building into 
the annex. 
In front is to be a carriage 
and saddlery exhibit. 
Then comes the 
finest marine exhibit that Great Britain 
has ever made outside its own territory. 
Nearly all the great shipbuilding firms 
are represented by models. 
One mode), 
that of the war ship Victoria, is thirty 
feet long and cost $20,000, 
It is said 
to be the finest marine model ever made. 


There will bo exhibits of naval arma- 


ment and coast defense. 
In this section 
will be a model, twenty feet long, of 
the great Firth and Forth Bridge in 
Scotland. 


Tho railway section of tho British ex- 
hibit will includo a complete train and 
locomotive, shown by tho London and 
Northwestern llallway 
Company, 
tho 
first exhibit ot its kind in this country. 
This company will also show models of 
railway stations and a model of the 
original 
Stephenson 
locomotive, 
the 
"Rocket." 
There will also bo shown 
tho Trevitchick locomotive, 
the 
first 
that ever drew cars in 1S03. 
The Lon- 
don and Northwestern exhibit will in- 
clude a section cf ideal railway track; 
also an exhibit of a section of tho actual 
strap railway on which tho Trevitchick 
locomotivc "ran in 
1804. 
Tho latter 
exhibit will includo two of the original 
cars, the whole shipment coming direct 
from Wales, and weighing five tons. 


The Great Western Railway Company, 
of England, will exhibit in this section 
the original seven-foot-gaugo locomotive, 
'»Lord of the Isles," which was buill in 
1851 for exhibition at the first World s 
Fair. 


In the central portion of the annex, 
adjoining 
the British 
section, is the 
space allotted to the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railway Company. 
This contains nearly 
40,000 square feet. 
The Baltimore and 
Ohio Company is preparing an exhibit to 
be called the »'Railways of the Worid." 
The exhibit will cost $50.000, and will 
show the development 
of 
locomotives 
and cars from the rudest and earliest to 
tho present. 
It will show 
the 
steam 
carriage used in the last century, includ- 
ing the Oliver Evans boat on wheels, 
which ran on 
either 
land 
or 
water. 
There will b(5 forty or 
fifty 
full sized 
perfect imitations of early locomotives, 
including the one used by Peter Cooper. 
There will also be a collection of dif- 
ferent kinds of rails, from tho early rails 
without flanges to the present permanent 
way. 


Between the Baltimore and Ohio ex- 
hibit and the British section is the ex- 
hibit of American car-heating 
devices. 
Next comes the Australian, exliibit, in a 
corner of the British section. 
This in- 
cludes an elaborate display of railroad 
material and vehicles. 
Next come the 
Canadian exhibit. 
Hero will be shown 
a complete transcontinental train, built 
and equipped by the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Company. 
The cars will^ be 
of solid mahogany, lighted by electricity. 


The Russian, Austrian and Belgian ex- 
WbitiJcomo next, toward tho southurn 
end of the building. 
A central feature 
in the south court will bo tho largest 
steam hammer in the world, ninety feet 
high, and weighing 120 tons. 
This is 
used in tho manufacture ot armor plate 
for vessels. 
Grouped around 
the big 
hammer will be the exhibit of the Beth- 
lehem Iron 
Works, of 
Pennsylvanis. 
This will include specimens of 
shafting 
in the streat transatlantic liners and vari - 
eties of railroad materials* 


Then comes 
tho 
American 
marine 
exhibit. 
There will be shown a section, 
sixty feet long, from tho center of a 
modern transatlantic liner, following the 
designs of tho new American steamships 
now being constructed. 
Tnis will be 
four stories high, Teachinj; to the top

and the entire train will he the finest that 
can be built. 
This train will be right 
across the aisle from the London 
and 
Northwestern train, affording a complete 
contrast between American and English 
traveling methods. 
The remainder of 
the Canadian exhibit will include vehi- 
cles, boats, small craft a n d d o j trains of 
the far northwest. 


Next comes the Spanish exhibit, which 
will be principally marine models. 
His- 
torical BpanisU marine armament will bo 
shown. 
Tho Mexican exhibit will be 
mostly saddlery. 
There will be a large 
relief model map of Mexico, 
showing 
modern systems of transportation. 
In 
the central part of the north court will 
be, as a decorative feature, two masts, 
ninety feet high, reaching to the mnin 
roof. 


In the main court of the building, 
running through to the annex, is a part 
ot the American railroad section. 
The 
exhibit of the Westinghouse Air Brake 
Company will be in this section. 
One 
unique feature of this exhibit will be the 
operation of air brakes on a train of 100 
cars, the longest ever shown by a single 
system of brakes. 


In the railway section of the annex 
will be shown track materials of all 
kinds, 
with working models of 
systems, overhead carrying systems and 
different methods of conveying materi- 
als. 


In the north end of the building is 
the American vehicle exhibit. 
This oc- 
cupies 90,000 square feet oi space, and 
runs from tho front of the main building 
to tho rear of the annex. 
Ail tho lead- 
ing American mfunufacturers will be rep- 
resented. 


To the left of the main entrance is the 
05,000 square feet allotted to bVance. 
This includes some of the choicest 
por- 
tions of the main building, the annex 
and a part of the galleries. 


In the central court is a part of the 
Pullman exhibit. 
This will include a 
large model of the town of Pullman. 
Then comes the model railway ticket 
ofiice, which is .to be fitted up by liand, 
McNally & Co. ani operated by the 
combined railway companies. 
In 
tho 
center aisle of the annex is the main ex- 
hibit of the Pullman Company. 
This 
will consist of an exact counterpart of 
tho New York and Chicago limited ex- 
press, made up of brand new Pullman 
cars, built and equipped regardless of 
expense. 
President Pullman is author- 
ity for the statement that this will be the 
finest train ever constructed. 
On an ad- 
joining track the Pullman Company will 
show ordinary day coaches, mail and ex- 
press cars and an elaborate street car 
exhibit*

Other marine (jxhibits will be models of 
American built steum craft, including 
small boats of every description. 


The German exhibit 
covers 
the en^ 
tire southern portion ot the main build- 
ing and a part of the annex. 
The Ger- 
man commissioners will supply 
all 
the 
decorative features of this exhibit. 
The 
designs are elaborate and beautiful. 
A 
special feature of 
the German 
exhibit 
will 
be a 
display of the Siemens & 
Halske system of interlocking switchinir 
apparatus. 
The railway department of 
the German Government will send two 
locomotives 
and 
all kinds of railway 
cars, including ambulance cars n?ed by 
tho Ked 
Cross society in war 
times. 
.There will 
be a great 
track museum 
from Osnabrück. 


In the southern part of the annex will 
be more of the American 
railway ex- 
hibit, including displays by the 
Phila- 
delphia 
and 
Reading, 
Old 
Colony 
and Chicago 
and 
Northwestern, 
The 
latter 
will show the old 
Pioneer, tho 
first 
locomotive 
ever 
brought to Chi- 
cago. 
This unique exhibit.is still in ap- 
parently 
as perfect 
preservation 
as 
when it went puffing over the 
Chicago 
and 
Galena Ilailway. 
In the general 
American 
locomotive 
exhibit will be 
shown over fifty specimens. 
Two mon- 
sters will be mounted on pedestals in the 
outdoor exhibit. 
One from the Baldwin 
works will weigh 195,000 pounds, and 
the other from the Brooks works about 
180,000 ponnds. 


Passing out of tho building at 
the 
south end of the annex the visitor will 
see the Hotchkiss ordnance exhibit and 
the great transfer table, 
seventy feet 
long, now used in installing exhibits and 
which will remain as an exhibit itself. 
Out of doors the Vanderbilts will make 
an elaborate exhibit, including complete 
trains and model railway stations.

In rear of the annex will be a roadway 
for vehicles, and tne galleries of the 
mam- building will contain a monster 
bicycle exhibit.—Chicago Herald.

tho new ships are added to its fleet the 
American 
line will have two 
sailings a 
week 
between New York
